WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—The con- 
templated transfer of the adminis- 


fltrative headquarters of the United 


States immigration St. Lawrence 
service from Montreal to Newport, 
Vt., is under consideration because 


such a move would result in a sav- 
ing of several thousand. dollars a 
year in rent, it was made known at 
the White House today. The Govern- 
ment has quarters available at New- 
port, which would be useful for the 
purpose of the office in question, 
while it has beén necessary to rent 
quarters in Montreal, declared one 
of the White House spokesmen to- 
day. 

Representations brought by trans- 
portation companies, both.in the 
United States and Canada that such 
transfer would make it very incon- 
-yenient to do the business of the 
office and perhaps make achange in 
the lines of travel, caused the mat- 
ter to be referred to President Cool- 
idge, for his decision, it was stated. 
An fuvestigation is now taking place 
to see whether or not that suppo- 
sition has sufficient foundation and 
whether or not there wouid be suf- 
ficient public inconvenience to war- 
rant the Government keeping the 
Office at Montreal, it was made 
known. It is understood that such 
action will be taken as will be the 
best in the public interest. 

It was pointed out by W. W. Hus- 
band, Commissioner-General of, Im- 
migration, that this is only a step in 
the program determined upon some 
months ago, which it was thought 
would result in increased efficiency 
in the border service, to move all 
district immigration services for the 
United States and Canada into 
United States territory. The office at 
Winnipeg has been moved to Grand 
Forks, N. D., and the transfer of the 
Montreal office now pending is the 
next step. 

Part of the protest is said to have 
arisen over misunderstanding as to 
the difference between the local and 
district offices. The local offices are 
established for the convenience of 
travelers, and there is no intention 
of moving the local offices at Mon- 
treal and other Canadian ‘centers. 

The protest which has come from 
the railroads is based on the conten- 
tion that it will affect their business 
and also is detrimental to the trav- 
eler crossing the border, in that 
facilities are concentrated at Mont- 
real, and that necessary records be- 
ing located there, there will be con- 
‘siderable delay involved if all trav- 
elers must apply at Newport.

His purpose was partly to achieve 
material progress in the distribution of mails 
and partly to advance civilization thfough bet- 
ter contacts among nations. It was in the 
same spirit, half practical, half sentimental.“

Whatever fault 25 be tound with the Amer- 
ican hewspapers, it will be agreed that, as a 
5 general rule, their news 
pages represent what 
their editors think the 
majority of their read - 
ers are interested in, 
and that their editorial 
pages are to a large ex- 
tent a reflection of poli- 
, - gies favored by their 
readers. The proprietor of a newspaper Who 
wishes to maintain or increase its circulation 
naturally gives most space to matters that seem 
to be of general public interest, and will shape 
its editorial views so as to agree with its read- 
ers’ opinions. That there are many independ- 
ent newspapers, in the sense that they are not 
committed to any one political party, is, of 
course, true; but even these papers defer to 
what is in effect the consensus of opinion 
among their patrons. 

Under these conditions, it must be assumed 
that if any considerable number of the Ameri- 
can people were deeply interested in the repeal 
of the national prohibition amendment, or the 
law for its enforcement, the newspapers would 
print as news reports of any and all activities 
connected with a definite movement for such 
a repeal. An examination of the journals pub- 
lished in the great American cities during the 
past few months ‘shows that either ‘there is 
little or no news relating to organized opposi- 
tion to prohibition, or that the editors have 
decided that their readers are not interested. 

For a time the doings of the self-constituted 
‘guardians of liberty to drink alcohol secured 

considerable space in the daily press by their 
thunderings and threatenings against all mem- 
bers of the Congress who refused to favor the 
“light wines and beer“ program of the wets. 
Candidates for the Senate and House were to 
be questioned as to their views, and if the 
answers were unfavorable they were to be de- 
feated at the primaries. In a few spgradic cases 
efforts were made to encompass the defeat of 
senators and representatives who had declined 
to obey the orders of the leagues and assocſa- 
tions opposed to prohibition, but without sub- 
stantial results, and the prohibition issue, in- 
stead of becoming a momentous ‘question for 
the voters, has practically been unheard of-in 
the present campaign. 

The significance of this situation lies in the 
fact that if, ‘as had been persistently alleged, 
the millions of American voters were ready to 
arise and break the chains fastened upon them 
by due constitutional process, the arising does 
not seem to have- created a ripple upon the sur- 
face of present-day political activities. If im- 
mense throngs of voters were meeting any-

But whatever may be said in defense of this 
alleged right, it must be admitted that the 
horse-drawn vehicle does serve to -complicate 
traffic problems in the cities, and to some ex- 
tent on country highways. Roads and streets 
constructed for the efficient use of motor cars 
are not adapted to the comfortable and con- 
venient use of horses. Rapidly within récent 
years the main thoroughfares have been trans- 
formed from natural or macadamized paths 
into smooth-surfaced pavements. Even the

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habitations fecently devoted to the accommo- 


dation of horses have been turned into garages 
The blacksmith who shaped 
and fitted horseshoes has ‘all but disappeared 
from the “four Corners” and the village streets. 
The horse sees the trend of the line of progress 
away from him. Now he finds that there are 


those who would deny him the privilege of 


moving decorously along the streets which are 
the favorite routes of flve-ton truck and 
cavorting taxicab. 

Today the appearance of a span of cartiags 
horses on the streets of a city will be noted as 
generally as spectators viewed with curiosity 
the first one-cylinder automobiles of a quarter 
of a century ago. The realization of this em- 
phasizes the remarkable change that has taken 
place in transportation methods. It might be 
claimed that the horse, merely by nonuse, 
has all but forfeited his alleged right. The 


highways and streets are dedicated to the usé 


of the. public, and. it is logical-that use means 


reasonable use and regard for the safety and 


convepience of the greater number. It could 
not be claimed in behalf of the horse that all 
the barns and stables once maintained for him 
and the members of the horse family should 
be kept for some possible emergency that can 
never again arise. It might be argued that it 
as reasonably follows that if it can be made to 
appear that the welfare of an overwhelming 
majority of the users of the streets and roads 
would be assured by the elimination of all 
horse-drawn. vehicles, this must follow, now 
or in the. future, as an inevitable outcome.
